THE “JURY FIXER.” 


A correspondent of the New York 
Tribune has recently been enquiring 
into the jury system of Gotham. The 
quite general discussion of the system, 
and the rapidity with which it is get- 
ting into disrepute, gives an interest 
to the J'ribune’s expose, and certainly 
it will not help to make more popular 
what has generally been considered the 
people’s safeguard. The reporter 
visited a prominent criminal lawyer. 
Following a general discussion of the 
methods of selecting juries, the re- 
porter asks his friend: 


* How about the Tweed jury?” 

“Tweed employed a man to ‘fix’ 
the last jury that tried him who had 
been on @ previous jury which *hung’ 
—that is, which could not agree. He 
gave this man a very large amount of 
money. I heard the sum stated at 
$120,000, or ten thousand for each 
juror. He didn’t secure a single man.” 

“Why not?’ 

“I don’t think he ever spent the 
money, to begin with;- but it was be- 
cause he could not. The whole case 
turned ou the securing of a jury in that 
case, for, of course, Tweed hdd no de- 
fence, aud in the end offered none. 
Panel after pancl was exhausted to the 
number of over 500 before an honest 
jury was obtained. As each panel 
was called after the first one they had 
to be investigated over night, and a 
large force of detectives were employed 
in doing it. A number of officers were 
brought from Washington, and still 
others employed were young lawyers 
of this city, who were quictly engaged 
for the purpose. Exch man had about 
three jurors to investigate, and he had 
to turn in his written report by mid- 
night, to be entered up in that book— 
the “black book”—-which so puzzled 
Tweed end his counsel during the 
trial, as the opposing prosecuting law- 
yers ‘pored over it. Henry L. Clinton 
was the man who d: the work, it 
was the information that he yave the 
prosecution which decided them to 
accept or reject » man. When the 
jury was empannelled the detectives 
guarded them from approach by 
men, and the end was inevit- 
able. Yet so completely was Tweed 
deceived that he believed until the 
last moment that his money had been 
placed where it #vould do the most 


good, In fact it never left the pocket 
of his ‘friend Harry’ until that * jury 
fixer’ died a year or two later.” 


‘“Are there many of these men?” 

“The ‘professional jury fixers’ ¢ 
No. There isn’t employment for 
many, but there are several who com- 
bine ‘jury fixing’ with the ‘bogus 
bond’ business, and with compromis- 
ing the numerous bastardy. and other 
suits which are brought by direction 
of the Commissioners of Education and 
of Charities and Correction, and occa- 
sionally they furnish perjured evi- 
dence. They are hangers-on of the 
courts, who pretend to an influence 
with the judges, and, being occasion- 
ally seen talking with ‘them and their 
clerks and attendants, they.impose on 
the gullible. Others ure negotiators 
for bond robbers, and nearly all have 
some sort of connection with the lot- 
tery and policy business.” 


Blessed is He that Expecteth Nothing. 
—This quotation has been usually 
termed the ‘‘eighth beatitude,’’ and at- 
tributed to Dean Swift. The author- 
ship, however, has recently been traced 
to Pope, who, writing to Gay on Octo- 
ber 6, 1727, says: ‘‘I have many years 
ago magnified in my own mind, and re- 
peated to you, a ninth beatitude, added 
to the eighth in the Scripture: ‘Blessed 
is he who expects nothing, for he shall 
never be disappointed.’ ”’

which chased a train of cars coming tu 
that city for a considerable distance. 
It whirled rocks and immense trees 
along in its course, but spent its fury 
before it caught the train. Under the 
bridges at Wahoo creek the hail packed 
two feet deep. Hailstones as big as 
and walnuts bombarded Wahoo. 
It is reported that at Brainard’s a man 
had an arm broken and two children 
were killed. Near Talmage, in Te- 
hama, a whirlwind hurled a freight 
car down the benk, and it struck a 
hand-car under which six section men 
had sheltered themselves. They did 
not see the flying cur in time to escape, 
and it killed one outright and fatally 
injured five others.

Situated Three Miles East of Wil- 
mington. 


Thinking a word from this locality 
might be of some interest to your many 
readers, I drop you this note. This 
colony consists of about twenty families, 
situated on the southeast side of the old 
San Gabriel river. The soil is of a 
sandy substance, evidently a wash from 
the mountains; is well adapted to the 
growth of corn, pumpkins and alfalfa, 
when well cultivated, all of which crops 
are now looking well and prumise a 
good yield. Farmers are much en- 
courage width the prospects of pros- 

rity. 

A school has been taught about eight 
months within the last year, which is 
nearly up now. We have a good school 
house, which is open for preaching. It 
is occupied every Sabbath by the sanc- 
tified. 

Methodist camp meeting commences 
here the 15th of July. A good time is 
expected, as ministers from abroad will 
be present. 

Land is changing hands here occa- 
sionally at from forty to eighty dollars 
per acre. Surfaqewater is obtained by 
sinking from six to twenty feet. Good 
soft water is obtainable within from one 
hundred and ten to fifteen feet, which 
raises nearly to the surface. 

Fruit-raising is yet in its infancy. 
Capt. Charles Paris, of this pats has 
a small apple and pear orchard of about 
five hundred three-year-old trees that 
will compare favorably with any in the 
county. They are loaded with fruit. 

The health of the neighborhood is 
always good. G. M. Honapay.

The under- 
signed would respectfully remind the 
Honorable Mayor ond the Coun- 
cil of Los Angeles, that although 
a person be a prisoner, and a criminal, 
the law shields him from insult, injury, 
wrong and outrage, and punishes thoge | © 
who injure him as though he were a 
good man and free. The undersigned 
would further remind the honorable 
Mayor and the Council of Los Angeles 
that two persons holding office in the 
government of this municipality have 
been incarcerated in the California Pen-
